course of mction was decided upoo, he had
begun the delivery of his sermon, and it w&s not
thought best to interfere, Hisdiscourse proved
to be nothing more than & rambling sccount
of his personal sufferings while a prisoner at
Andersonville, nnd even such ns were in 1gnor-
ance of the suepicions entertained agamst him,
hung their heads in mortificalion as ho pro-
peeded with hig unreative, aud oceasionally spat
a quantity of blood upon a piece of white paper.

Men have been shot  down ot their

enceful  avocstions;  their  homes  have

een entered in the dend of night, meun
assassinnte] and women outraged; property
and lite have become unsale; Lhe express com-
panies have been frequently robbed—indeed, to
such an extent that they have to carry a large
armed guard upom  every train which runs
through Jacksou county. The Reno family live
in the vieity of Rockford, which is two miles
from Seymour, on the line of theJ. M, sud I, R.
R.. and & few years ago wus 4 lurge and thriviag
village, but now nothing is left of it except &
few straggiing houses, The Renos have fiterally
burned it up beeause they could not coutrol the

MAINE.

The Great Prable Will Case Disposed of
~§1,000,000 lavolved,

A correspondent of the Boston Adverliser
writes as follows:—

The law term of the Bupreme Caurt is bein
held at Portland this month, 1In the abgence ol
Chiel Justice Appiewon, Judge Kent presides,
The most mteresting ouse disposed of thus far
was the I'reble will ease, in which the disposi-
tion of property to the amount of nearly
$1,000,000 was involved. The widow of Com-
modore Preble left at her decease, Iu 1848,
eeveral pleces ol real estate In and abont the
clty, which at that time were not considered
exceedingly valueble, but have sinee become do,
By Mr. Preble's will this property was to be
beld in trust for twenly years, by toree trustees,
for the benett of her grandson und two grand-
daughters. No property was to be sold or
otberwise disposed of during that time, At the
end of the twenty years the trustees were to
cause the shares of the grand-daughters, or
oither of them, **to be so secured for thelr own
use and benefit, a8 not to be subject to the con-
trol of their, or gither of their, hasbhands,™

Mis. Preble’s will was made In 1848. Up te
1844, the provisious of the common law relative
to the rights of married women to hold property
were oprative in this State. By the statute of
1544, chapter 117, entitled an act to secure to
marricd women their rights In property, tho
Legislature provided that any married woman
may become seized or posseased ol wny property,
resul or personnl, in her own name, and ns of her
own property, and that when o woman married
she should continue to hold such property, not-
withstanding her coverture, exempt from any
linbility for the debts und contracts of her huos-
band, In 1847, this act was amended by stelking
out the proviso in the first section, knd adding
thereto the words “exempt from the debits and
contracts of her husband.,” Down to the de.
livery of the declslon of the Coart in the case of
Bouthard ve. Pulmer, in 1853, there was gome
doubt as fo the full meaning nnd extent of the
statute. Mre. Preble hiud made her will in 1848,
and bad died in 1851. The surviving trustee,
N. F. Deering, of thie city, became desirous of
having this polnt settled as 10 whether the trust
must not shill be continued after the twenty
years, in order 1o gunrd u?culnﬁ!. the possibility
of allowlug the husbands of the grand-deughters
to obialn coutrol of the property, The stututes
of Maine nllow an adwinistrator or exccutor to
bring a bill in equity against the heirs as noml-
val respondents to obtain the proper constrac-
tion of the disputed poiuts of & will, Tuis suit
was bronght under that statute, and was argaed
this term before the full bench by Nathan Webb,
Esuq., for the trustee, and J. D, aud F, Fessenden
for the beirs, The decision of the Court has not

et been printed, but the substauce of it Is that

he trust term abated at the end of twent

years, aund that each of the three pgrand.chil
dren vow take & fee simple in common and
undivided in the real estate, and the trostee
is further directed by the Court, after settling
his fimal account, to distribute the persoual
property equally ameng the grandehildren,

The poiot established by this Important de.
clsion is that in Muiue, under the present
statutes, the righits of married women to hoald

roperty are regarded in the same light ns sumi-
ar rights of men. This decision thus sets free
from the innds of the trusiee nearly a million
dollars’ worth of property.

TENNESSER.

General Chentham Yioide to the Course
of KEvemts.

Al the recent conference of ex-Rebel Generals
with the Military Commitiee of the Tennesses
Legisluture, General B, ¥, Cheatham sald that
be nud been s OUunfederute woldier, and had
fought all through the war, Wien he Imd down
his arms bhe did o in good fuith, At that time
he felt as if the snn had ceased Lo shine. When
there was no more hgpe he accepled a4 parole,
which e had carried 1n his poocket ur to this
hour. He had tried to keep it to the letter ever
sloce; had stayed on bis furm, attepded to his
own business, Aud scarcely comes to town Ltwice
a year, He llved in peace with all
mapkind, and recognized aud obeyed all
Jaws which this and the preceding Legislaturs
hind paseed, in good faith, He felt that it was
his daty to doso, He sinla so closely on his
farm that he dJid not know until recently the
excited eondition of the public mind, When he
waus joet on the street by General Maney, woo
wished to tulk with him on this subject, he told
his old companion that e had come to the city
to et o plece of muchinery repuirved, and that it
e wanted to talk with him he must walk with
him to the foundry on Broad street. Gemeral
Muncy did £o0, aod then related to him the cou-
ditton of the public mind in Duvidson couuty
and other parts of the State, He told Genersl
Maney that if soch was the cuse he would et
lils crops aud all other business go, and come
to the city the following day, This lnterview
took place romwe duys ago. Bince that time he
hnd been correspounding with all the leading
Confederate Geneanl officers of this State
on the subject, To-morrow (to.day) he expected
that thirteen of these ofiicers wouold be in the
city, Eleven of them he expected would give
pledges to nse thelr united efforts with himself
und nssoclutes, Lo suppress all resistance to the
lawe and the clvil oflicers, and to check all
depredations commitied by lawless bands,
Genernl Jobuston, Geueral Muney, aud himself
were ready to forsuke all private husiness aud
to tuke the stump among their old soldiers, to
fuldl the pledges mude, behieving that the men
who bad fought so well would stlll listen to
their old officers, The trouble wus not with
the men who went out to fight for principles in
which they beheved, but ft cwme irom howe
Generals, who were nlways waking trouble.

The Comvemtiom Between the United

States amd Mexies Comesrming the
Rights of Oltizemsnip,

The following Is the Convention botween she
United States and the Mexican Republio for the
purpose of regulating the citizenship of persons
who muy emigrate from the one couutry to the
other, signed ut Washimeton, July 10, 1668: —

The President of the United States of Americs
and the Presideat of the repubiic of Mexico,
buelng desirous of regulating the citizenshup of
Gm\one who emigrate from Mexico to the

nited Blates of America and from the United
States of America to the repubic of Mexico,
huve decided to treat on this subject, and with
this object have mamed as plenipoteniiaries—
the President of the United States, William H.
Sewurd, Becretary of Biate, and the President of
Mexico, Matins Romero, accredited as Envoy
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of
the republic of Mexico, near the Goverument
of the Umited States; who, after having commu-
picaled to each other their respective tull
powers, found in good and due form, have
agreed upon the following articles:—

Article 1, Those citizens oY the United Btates
who buve been made citizens of the Mexican
republic by uaturalization, sud have resided
without joterruption in Mexlean territory tive
years, shall be held by the United Btutes as citi-
Zens 0 the Mexican rapubiic and shall be treated
as such. Heciproeally, citizens ot the Mexican
republic who huve become ciulzens of the United
States, and who bhave resuled upioterruptedly
in the torriwri ot the United States for five
yeare, shatl be held by the republic of Mexico as
citizens 0! the United States and shall be treuted
ns such, The decluration of an intention to be-
come a oltizen of the one or the olher country
Las pot for either party the effect of paturaliza-
tion. This article shall apply ae well to those
already naturalized in either of the countries
contiscting as to thoee hereafler naturalized,

Article 2, Raturalized citizens ot cither of the
coutending perties, on return to the territory of
the other, remain liwble to trial and punishmont
for an sction punishuble by the laws or their
origina} couutry, and committed belore their
cmigiation; saving nlways the limitations estab-
lishied by their oniginal country,

Article 8. The convention for the surrender,
in ceriain cases, of eriminsle, fugitives frem
juetice, concluded between the buuud States of
Americn of the one part and the Mexican re.

ublic on She other part, on the 11th day of
Jecember, 1801, gball remain in full force with-
out any alteration,

Article 4. I acitizen of the United Hintes,
vaterelized in Mexico, renews his residencs in
the United States, without the intent to return
10 Mexioo, he shall be beld to huve renounced
his naturslization in Mexieo. Reciprocally, if a
Mexicun, naturalized in the United States,
resews his restdesce o MeXico without the
intent to return to the Uniied States, he shall
be held to have renounced his paturalisation in
the United Btates, The intent not to return
may be held to exist when the person natural-
ized in the ope country resided in the other
couniry more than two years,

Article 6. The present convention shall go
into effect immediately on the exchange of
ratifications, and 1t sball remain in full force for
ten years, If neither of the contracting parties
thall give notice to the other six monthe pre-
vicusly of its intention to termivale the same, it
shiall further remain in force until twelve
monthe alter either of the contractiing parties
shall have given notice Lo the other of such
intention,

Article 6. The present convention shall be
ratiied by the President of the United Stutes by
and with the advice and consent of the Benate

* thereof, and by the President of the Mexican

republic with the approval of the Congress of
that repubiic, and the ratifications shall be ex-
changed in Washington within nine months from
ihe dute hereof.
